Radio Central, located a few 


'. miles east of Port Jefferson on the 
north shore of 
_ Long Island, 


reputed to be the most powerful 
transatlantic wireless station in 
the world, is at the present time, 
for all its greatness, just one-sixth

When 
Radio Central is finished it will 
consist of twelve lines of antenna 
towers. Each of the great towers 
is 410 feet in height, with a cross 
arm 140 feet in length supporting 
the wires of the attenna at the 
top.

Four Story Lodge and Office Bulldlac 
to Be Built on Site of Present Club 
Hooie on BieU Street — Cost Efcti- 


. mated at $75,000. 


A four story lodge and office bulli- 


ng to co»t $75,000 will be erected by 
the Loyal Order of Moose on the site 
of their present club house on Diets 
street, according to present plans of 
that organization. It is not known de- 
finitely when operations will start but 
plans have already been drawn by 
Architect B. V. Saulsbury of Mary- 
land. 
It ban been felt for come time that 


the present quarters were Inadequate 
In «iz and facilities and recent large 
increases in membership -have, made 
the need for more room a matter of 
necessity. The building planned will 
contain" ample room 
for 
both the 
Moose and the auxiliary organization, 
the Women of Mooseheart legion, and 
will in addition contain three stores 
and a number o"f suites 
of 
offices 


which,will be rented for commercial 
purposes. 
The building, which will be four 
stories in height, will have a frontage 
of 50 feet on Dietz street and will be 
90 feet deep on Wall street, occupy- 
ing the whole area of the lot. It will 
be built of buff colored tapestry brick 
trimmed with Vermont granite. 
On 


the foruth story wall just over the 
Dietz street entrance there will be a 
life sized moose head 
of Moose- 
heart granite made by students of the 
Mooseheart home in Illinois. The in- 
terior will be finished in hard wood 
and will bo modern in every appoint- 
ment. Hot water will be used for heat- 
ing purposes. 
In the basement there will be a 


barber shop, bath rooms, the heating 
plant and various storerooms. On the 
ground floor three stores are planned, 
two facing on Dietz street and the 
other with entranee from Wall-Street. 
On the second floor there will be 14 
suites of offices, all with outside light. 
The hallway will run through the cen- 
ter from front to buck with seven 
suites ot offices on each side. 
The 


third floor will be devoted to club 
rooms for the Moose and the Ladies 
of Mooseheart legion. There will be 
billiard and reading rooms and every 
other adjunct of an up-to-date club. 
On the fourth floor will be located 
the lodge room, kitchen and ante- 
rooms. The lodge .room will have a 
modern stage at one end and will be 
so arranged that it can be vused as 
a dance hall. Forty-eight by sixty feet 
in size, it

dancing space of any hall in the city.

G. Eckert. UMed Among Oue- 
oata's Honored 
Dead, Han Been 
UTlnc In Ctty for Tfcrce -years—Re- 
ported Killed by War Department. 
Believed by those who did not know 
him to h»v« been killed in action In 
Franco in 1918, Lewis G. Eckert of 
16*4 Broad street, a r>. & H. trainman, 
baa been living in Oneonta for the 
past three years. He has been doing 
his work day after day while his name 
was beinsr honored as that of an On- 
ontar. who gave his life for his eoun- 


In the words of Mark Twajn, his 


death was greatly exaggerated. Yes- 
terday inorning the young man, whose 
name has been carried on the roll of 
Oneonta'a honored war 
dead &ince 


the War department announced thai 
he had been killed in action, walked 
into the Chamber of Commerce otli 
ces and informed Mrs. Sandell. the 
stenographer, that he did not wish 
the Chamber to so to the expense 
and trouble ot planting a memorial: 
tree £or him as he "was very much 
alive and would undoubtedly be pres- 
ent in the Kesh at the Memorial day 
exercises. 
Eckert's case contains nothing of 


the mysterious. The man actually was 
reporte4 as killed in action, but the 
false report was subsequently correct- 
ed by the War department. Xo news 
of the correction reached local author- 
ities, however. 
Eckert returned to i 


Oneonta following his discharge from | 
the army in 'July of l»l!t, and re-i 
guinea his work sis a D. & H, train- 
man, but forborne reason neither he 
or bis friends saw fit to correct the 
impre!»sioii that he was de.ul. with 
the result th.it his name was listed in 
the roll of hero dead in the souvenir 
booklets given to returned soldiers on 
,luly 4, 1019. and has been repeated- 
ly published in The Star. 
- ISckert slates that the War depart- 
ment sent a notice of his dealh to his 
relatives, but no local story concern- 
ins it can be found in The Star files. 
In, the list of ex-soldiers printed in 
The Star of June 4, 3!n9. his name 
does not appear among the dead, but 
the honor roll prepared by the county 
committee and published on July 5 
lists him as slain and he has been re- 
garded as one oC Oneonta's 20 AMir 
dead ever since.

buddies now in the American lesion 
have apparently noticed the mistake 
The incident is a strange one, which 
one woul^l say ofthand could not possi- 
bly happen.

TYPES OF ANTENNAE. 


* When ratable auxiliary apparata arc used, high frequency os- 
cillation* may be created in a circuit containing a condenser and a 
toll of wire in series with each other. The condenser has a property 
called capacitance, and the coll of wire the property called induc- 
tance. If the conden*er and coll are connected in series, as mentioned, 
the circuit is called a "closed oscillatory circuit." Such a circuit doe* 
not act on a very large amount of ether, and its electric field strength 
la not very great at considerable distance from the circuit. It does 
not, therefore, create much disturbance In the ether and does not "ra- 
diate" at all strongly. In order to transmit by radio wave* to any dis- 
tance. It Is necessary to arrange the oscillatory circuit so that either 
the coil or the condenser has large physical dimensions. Only by so 
doing will the ether be acted upon to a sufficient extent. It is custom- 
ary to make the condenser of large dimensions. 
• 
In the "Inverted L~ type of antenna the condenser effect is se- 
cured suspending a conductor or a number of parallel conductors at 
a distance above the surface of the earth and parallel to the earth's 
surface. The conductor or system of conductors becomes. In effect, 
one plate of a condenser and the earth is the opposite plate. In this 
ease one end of tbe elevated ''plate" (horizontal conductor or conduc- 
tors) is connected to the earth, usually through a coil. There is then 
a vertical portion, which, with the horizontal portion, forms an in- 
verted "I*." Neither the vertical nor the horizontal portions need to be 
exactly ve-tlcal or horizontal, but they are always approximately so. 
The horizontal wires are insulated from their supports. 


The type called "T" is practically the same as the inverted "I/," 


with the exception that the more or less vertical wire is connected 
to about the middle of the upper horizontal portion. This leaves two 
free ends for the horizontal portion. If the vertical conductor is con- 
nected to tbe exact center of the horizontal system the "T" le said to 
be a "balanced T." If not it is said to be an "unbalanced T." In this 
case, aleo, the horizontal portion is connected to the earth through a 
coil, aad the horizontal -wires are insulated from their supports. 


In the "umbrella" type of antenna a number of conductors are sus- 


pended from tbe top of a high mast and are brought down diagonally 
to equidistant points around the circumference of a circle on the 
ground The free end of each conductor must be Insulated from the 
ground, and each conductor is connected to every other at Its upper 
end 
The vertical conductor is then connected to the upper com- 


mon connecting points of the suspended wires. Surrounding the mast 
there are then a number of conductors which are spread out like tbe 
ribs of an umbrella The vertical conductbr is connected to the earth 
through a coil, as U the case of the previous types.

gree, although It Is naturally not 
passible to absolutely eliminate 
either capacity or dielectric loss. 
Tbe result is, however, increased 
signal strength. Another novel 
feature is the incorporation of a 
•vernfer variometer, which pro- 
Tides very fine inductance varia- 
tion in antenna and grid circuits. 
A. vario-coupler is used to couple 
the antenna circuit electro-mag- 
netlcally with the secondary or 
grid circuit A grid variometer is 
used for tuaing the grid circuit. 


There are two panels, a front 


and back, as shown in the Illus- 
tration When the tuner is put 
into Us mahogany case, the back 
of the case is one of these panels 


which carries the binding posts 
necessary for external connec- 
tions. No connections whatever 
are made to the front panel. The 
front panel Is secured to the four 
sided case by nine thumb nuts. A 
rigid aluminum frame connects 
the two panels together. On the 
back of tbe front panel there is a 
metal shield, -which does away 
with most ot the body capacity 
effect when critical adjustments 
are made. This shielding is as- 
sisted by insulating each dial 
from the shaft upon which it is 
mounted. The two switches are 
for varying the antenna Induct- 
ance. 


The normal wave length range 
is from 165 to 600 meters, with an 
average 60 foot antenna. Longer 
wave lengths may be tuned to if 
loading coils are connected to the 
binding posts provided. Loading 
np to 3,000 meters is quite possi- 
ble and permissible. If the an 
tenna in use is too long the wave 
length may be cut down by using 
a small fixed condenser in series 
The mahogany cabinet is very 


highly polished and has rounded 
corners.

BROODY HENS POOR BREEDERS 


Applying JJeg Bands When Putting 


Ijazy Ones in Coops Shows 'Dm Up 
at End of Season. 
A method used by poultrymen to 


make sure that hens that go broody 
a number of times during a season are 
not used for breeders is to put 
a 


celluMd leg band on the birds each 
time they go broody, sa>s the state 
agricultural college at Ithaca 
It will 


be found that some hens go broody 
several times during the season v>hile 
others of the same breed and strain 
do not stop laying nt all. Those hens 
that have four or fli e band» on their 
legs at the end of the laying season 
should not be used as breeders Most 
of them are not e\ en worth savins 
another season as lajers, the college 
says. 
Lose on Broody Ones. 


Figures 
collected 
by p o u l t r y 


specialists show that It coats eighteen 
to twenty cents a month to feed a 
hen. 
A hen that averages eighteen 


eggs a month more than pa\s her 
•way, »ven when eggs are cheap Those 
that go broody often are not profit- 
able 


The college 
recommends \Isitlng 


the hen house each night and putting 
all hens found on nests In the broody 
coop, leg banding them at the same 
time. Here they are confined for 72 
hours and fed laying- mash, green 
feed, and plenty of water 
If 
the 


broody coop is roomv and In a cool 
place they will soon "come out of it," 
the college predicts. 


Money from Postage Due. 


The Postal Bulletin announces in 


behalf of the department at IVashtng- 
ton that many, either by accident or 
intent manage to get by with a con- 
aiderable shortage 
In payment for 
postage during the year. In one alone 
of the largest postoflices of the coun- 
try over J3SO.OOO short paid postage 
was collected in 1921. Another large 
office reports collection of 122 000 per 
month and other offices also report 
large receipts, the total running up 
well into the millions. 
The department urges postal em- 


ployes to look out for short-paid mail 
with like appropriateness the Indlvld- 
ucl should be Instructed.
